Survivors Cling to the Wreckage All Night 





Special Cable to Tae New York Truzs. 


OSLO, Norway, Oct. 7.—In._ heavy 
gale and fog last night, just south of 
Flor6é on the west coast of Norway, 
the mail steamer Haakon VII, be- 
longing to the Nordenfjeldske Steam- 
ship Company of Trondhjem, struck 
rocks while traveling at twelve knots 
end sank immediately. Between 
thirty and forty lives are believed to 
have been lost. 


The Haakon VII, of 1,350 tons 
gross and well known to _ tour- 
ists, as she formerly was en- 


gaged in fjord cruises, was en route 
from Finmarken to Bergen. She 
struck so ‘heavily that the captain, 
who was on the bridge, was hurled 
off the vessel on to a rock islet, 
where hs was found several hours 
later. with no other injuries than 
bruises. 

An undetermined number of pas- 
sengers and nine or ten members of 
the crew sank with the ship. Several 
jumped into the sea in nightclothing, 
while others managed to reach rocks. 
As the passenger list went down with 
the ship, it was impossible to de- 
termine immediately how many pas- 
sengers were lost, but fifty-seven 
were saved. The survivors say that 
eighty or ninety passengers had gone 


to their berths expecting a rough 
night. — 

‘Immediately the ship struck 
the lights went out,”’ oné recounted. 
‘In the darkness and panic every- 
body who had not Leen injured by 
the crash was rushing around trying 
to find the companionway. We gained 
the deck with the ereatest difficulty 
up-a steep stairway, as the ship had 
listed immediately and its stern sunk 
so quickly that in a minute or two 
only the bow and the upper structure 
were above water. 

“Those reaching.the cliff spent a 
terrible night. Scanty nightclothes 
were drenched and an icy wind was 
blowing. The steamer Namsos passed 
quite ‘close, but we were unable to 
attract her attention. About 6 o’clock 
in the morning, the steamer San 
Lucar put off boats and rescued us 
with seven others who had clung 
throughout the night to the bulwarks 
of the semi-submerged steamer, 
where they were constantly washed 
by the waves.” 


Half an hour after the disaster, | 


the Arnfinn Jarl, cargo steamer be- 
longing to the same company, 


grounded about 500 yards from the 
Haakon VII without loss of life.

COUNSEL ASSAILS SEATING

Prosecution Asserts Accused 
Levied an Annual Tribute 
of $500,000 Here.s 


Grouped in a special wooden grand 
stand erected in the court room sev- 
enty-seven officers and members of 
the Greater New York Live Poultry 
Chamber of Commerce, three offi- 
cers of the Official Orthodox Poul- 
try Slaughterery of America, Inc., 
and four officers of Local 167 of 
the International Brotherhood of 
Chauffeurs, Teamsters, Stablemen 
and Helpers of America, were placed 
on trial in the Federal Court yester- 
day as a body which had violated 
the Sherman act. 

In six tows. banked one higher 
than another, they. looked -dpwn‘ on 
Assistant United States Attorney 
Israel B. Oseas as he told the jury 
they were ‘‘conspirators.” 

“They made it as much as a man’s 
life was worth to go down to Wash- 
ington Market in definace of their 
regulations and attempt to buy poul- 
try,’’ he said, as he outlined the gov- 
ernment’s case. ‘‘They maintained 
and still maintain a reign of terror 
over the $50,000,000 live poultry busi- 
ness of the metropolitan area, prac- 
tically all in chickens, whereby they 
assessed the market not less than 
$500,000 a year and pushed the price 
of freshly slaughtered kosher chick- 
ens up 10 or even 15 cents a pound.” 


Objects to ‘“‘Bleachers”’ Formation. 


While the eighty-four defendants in 
mass formation confronted the 
twelve jurors who are to pass a sin- 
gle judgment on them, two opposing 
teams of lawyers contended in the 
small space in front of Judge John 
C. Knox. From the outset the en- 
counters were as unprecedented as 
the setting. 

Before the jury was chosen, Arthur 
N. Sager, who said he represented 
about seventy of the. defendants, at- 
tempted to set his huge body in one 
of the seats of the defendants’ 
stand, and rose to make a plea that 
the structure was not only uncom- 
fortable but unconstitutional. 

On the ground that the men in the 
upper rows of :the ‘‘bleachers,” as 
he called the defendants’ stand, were 
being separated from their constitu- 
tional right to counsel, he moved to 
adjourn the trial until the stand was 
torn down and replaced by ‘‘chairs 
with backs, from which defendants 
could come to consult with their 
counsel when any evidence was being 
received, against them.”’ 

*But;” said Judge Knox, who had 
approved of the stand before it was 
erected in his court, “‘under the com- 
mon law the defendant never sat at 
counsel’s elbow. .The defendant was 
standing in the dock.” 

Two Try Seats and Plead Guilty. 

Without disposing of the motion to 
tear down the. grand stand, how- 
ever, Judge Knox said he would pro- 
ceed to impanel the jury. Mr. Sager 
said he would then ask the court. to

White Howse Announces That 
Treasury Head Has Given His 
Promise to thé President. 








ENDS RETIREMENT RUMORS 





Action Taken Because of Their | 


Effect on Business—Wall 
Street Heartened.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—The White 
House took cognizance‘ today of per- 
sistent rumors that. Andrew -W. Mel- 
lon would soon résigh as Secretary 
of the Treasury. Announcement was 
made by George Ackerson, one of 
President Hoover’s secretaries, that 
‘‘Mr. Melion has promised the Presi- 
dent to remain in the Cabinet for 
the next three and one-half years,” 
or for the remainder of the present 
administration. 

This action was taken after reports 
from New York told of still another 
umor being circulated in the finan- 
cial district to the effect that Mr. 
Mellon was about to quit his office. 
The basis of this report, it is said, 
was a dispatch sent by ‘a private 
agency in this city. 

When the White House announce- 
ment was made, the hope was ex- 
pressed that it would put an end, 
once and for all, to the flood of 
rumors that have been circulated 
since Mr. Mellon accepted reappoint- 
ment in March. 

During the afternoon the attention 
of Mr. Mellon also was called to the 
latest report that he would resign. 
He. laughed and said: 

“That only shows that they are 
trying to write of something about 
which they know nothing.” 
Concerned Over Effect on Business. 


Fear has been expressed in some 
quarters that unless the rumors were 
definitely checked they might have 
an effect upon the business of the 
nation, which has been pictured as 
favorable to the retention of Mr. 
Mellon and concerned over the possi- 
bility of a change. - 

This is said to be especially true at 
this time, when some of the business 
indices have indicated a slowing up. 
There have been indications also that 
some of the reports have been timed 
for the possible effect they might 
have on the Stock Exchanges. 

Apparently, the Administration fi- 
nally came to the point where it felt 
impelled to reply'in'a manner which 
would put an end to any uncertainty. 

Among the first of the reports 
was one to the effect that President 
Hoover and, Mr. Mellon were not en- 
tirely friendly in their- official rela- 
tions, and that the Secretary had 
been continued in office chiefly be- 
cause bysiness interests of: the cqun- 
try, which ‘gave ‘Mr. . “Hoover support 
in the: campaign, ‘were eager to avoid 
a change. 

_ Wide Variety of Rumors. 

In these reports it was contended 
that Mr; ‘Mellon: desired to” remain 
only until the Mellon-Berenger 
agreement for the refunding of the 

war-time debt of France to the 
United States was ratified and until 
his debt-reduction and tax-reduction 
policies, begun in the Coolidge Ad- 
ministration, became firmly estab- 
lished in the Hoover Administration.

The strike of market truckmen 
transporting New York’s fruit and 
vegetables spread yesterday to Har- 
lem and Brooklyn, menaced New- 
ark and other points and began to 
be felt by railroads and farmers 


throughout the country; but a set-. 


tlement was expected within twenty- 
four hours. 

The settlement, which would bring 
higher pay to the drivers and higher 
prices to the public, seemed so wel) 
assured that Acting Governor Leh- 
man, who had stepped into the situa- 
tion at noon, withdrew a few hours 
later to permit the disputants to set- 
tle their differences among them- 
selves. 

Roads Declare Embargo. 


In the meantime an additional 
$1,000,000 worth of perishable prod- 
uce had rolled into freight termi- 
nals bringing the total possible loss 
to well over $6,000,000. 

Despite the promise of early settle- 
ment six railroads declared an em- 
bargo on all perishable foodstuffs, ef- 
fective at midnight last night. 

State and Federal labor mediators 
pleaded with employers and workers 
to find some basis for arbitra 
and farmers’ organizations cast 
about for means of. saving them- 
selves from the huge losses that 
would be caused by a prolonged tie- 
up of the New York market at the 
height of the harvest season. 

The 2,000 drivers who walked out 
Saturday remained firm in their. de- 
mands. for an eight-hour day with 
time-and-a-half for overtime, and the 
operators were equally firm in their 
insistence that if they acceded. they 


would either have to receive higher 
fees for cartage or go out of business. 


Drivers’ Right, Employers Say. 


The operators, however, conccded 
that, with practically all drivers in 
other branches of trucking working 


under the terms sought by. the 'strik- 
ers, the latter were entitled to re- 
ceive their demands. 

The strike, as accepted by mem- 
ters of the trade, thus boiled down 
yesterday to a clash between the 

operators and the commission mer- 

chants, brokers and receivers, rather 
tnen between the operators and the 
drivers. 

Accordingly, a meeting was ar- 
ranged by a committee of brokers 
and receivers headed by Victor L. 
Zo-n. This committee thered at 
noon at the.Fruit and uce Ex- 
change, 202 Franklin Street, along 
with members of the Fruit and Prod- 
uce Trades Association, comprised 
of jobbers, and members of the Mar- 
ket Truckmen’s Asscciation, the 
truck owners and operators. No 
members:of the union were permitted 
to attend. 

The truck operators told the men 
for whom they transport sang from 
terminal to warehouse that if they 
could get higher rates they would 
accede to the strikers’ demands, that 
the strike would be ended immedi- 
ately, and that .goods would be 
moved, starting tonight at the cus- 
tomary hour of midnight. 

This was not achieved, however, 
for after repeated adjournments, the 
meeting finally broke up: at 10:30/s0 
o’clock with. an agreement to meet 
again this morning at 10. o'clock. 

Both Michael F. Kearins,, president 
of the: truckmen’s association, and 
Ward W. Smith, head of the trade 
association, € xpressed themselves as 
‘very hopeful’ that an agreement 
would be reached. at this time. 

Yesterday's meeting took its. first 
adjournment at 2:15, and after. brief

Senator Sheppard of Texas 
Introduces Bill to Amend 
the Prohibition Act. 














WILL FIGHT FOR PASSAGE 


Measure, Referred to Judiciary | 
Committee, Is to Be Brought

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—Senator 
Sheppard of Texas, co-author of the. 
national prohibition act, moved in! 
the Senate today to make it manda- 
tory that purchasers of whisky shall 
be as guilty as sellers. The Senator's 
action followed by only a day such 
a demand by Bishop James Cannon 
Jr. of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church South, a dry |:ader. 

The Texas Senator introduced a 
bill which would insert the word 
‘‘purchase”’’ in the Volstead act in 
order to make ‘‘purchase’’ equally 
culpable with ‘‘selling’’ or ‘‘manufac- 
ture’ of intoxicants. 

The bill was referred to the Ju- 
diciary Committee, and it was ur- 
derstood that, while nothing would 
be done with it at the present spe- 
cial session of Congress, strong 
efforts to pass it will be made when 
the regular session convenes in De- 
cember. 

“In my recent address in the Sen- 
ate, giving the history of the develop- 
a: and adoption of the Eighteenth 

Amendment, I stated that a ourt 
had decided that the purchase of in- 
toxicating liqiior for beverage pur- 
poses was punishable under the Vol- 
stead act if made in connection with 
an act of transport&tion,’’ Senator 
Sheppard explained. ' 


Sees Gain in Dry. Sentiment. 


“Since: that time‘a higher court 
has reversed this holding,’’ he added, 
“and progress ‘in the direction of 
prohibition or “purchase ‘has been 
halted at least to the extent of this 
last decision. This, and the fact of 
the continued advance of prohibition 
sentiment and achievement make it 
advisable, in my opinion, definitely 
to prohibit: purchase by the terms of 
the Volstead law: For these reasons 
I am introducing the bill.”’ 

The proposal reads: 

“Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress 
assembled, that the ‘National Pro- 
hibition Act,’ as amended and supple 
mented shall be and hereby is amend- 
ed by inserting the word ‘purchase’ 
between the words ‘manufacture’ 
and ‘sell’ in section 3 of said act, 
so that the said section 3,.as thus 
amended will read as follows:

FRANCE INTENDS TO ACCEPT

LONDON, Oct. 7.—Arthur Hender- | 
son, Secretary of State for Foreign |

conference to be opened in the third 
week of January. 

The invitations state that London 
and Washington are in agreement 
that the meeting should be held in 
London. It is believed that Downing 
Street has assured itself that France, 
Italy and Japan will accept the in- 
vitation and agree to London as the 
location of the conference. 

The invitations: are.-long docu- 
ments, They fil} ‘six -typewritten 
pages, which are needed to explain 
the point to which the Anglo-Amer- 
ican conversations havé brought 
matters, and to outline what the in- 
viting government believes the con- 
ference should take up. 

A very important paragraph in the 
invitation declares that the American 
and British Governments stand ready 
to indulge .in- informal diplomatic 
conversations to enable the other 
three governments to prepare for the 
opening of the cofference. 


To Publish Text Wednesday. 


The text of the invitations will be 
published in Wednesday morning’s 
newspapers. ' However, it is possible 
now to give indications on several 
important points. 

In the first place, the invitation 
makes it plain that the inviting gov- 
ernment, with which the American 
Government is stated to be in full 
accord, sets: forth all the categories 
of ships which should be considered, 
from the largest to the smallest, in 
the effort of the five nations toward 
limitation and reduction. 

As regards battleships, it is pointed 
out that the conference should con- 
sider, the replacement: tables laid 
down in connection with the Wash- 
ington naval treaty for,the purpose 
of considering the important cuts in 
the building of capital ships provided 
for in th tables. And, indeed, at 
this stage this phase of the confer- 
ence work looms as possibly the 
most important. _ 

If England and America agree to 
build no more capital ships, little op-

CROWD WAITS IN VAIN 
TO SEE BRITISH AIRSHIP 


R-101, Giant Dirigible, Kept in 
Hangar Despite Fair Weather 
Following Gale.

LONDON, Oct. 7.—To the disap- 
pointment of thousands of persons 
gathered at Cardington Airdrome, 
near Bedford, the great airship R-101 
remained in its hangar today. While 
weather conditions at daybreak to- 
day apparently were ideal, the gale 
which blew throughout yesterday 
and for part of the night having 
spent itself, Air Ministry officials an- 
nounced that the delay in taking the 
airship to the mooring mast was due 
to the necessity of awaiting more 
settled conditions. 

The R-101 will pot be brought out 
tomorrow, according to an official 


report made later today after tomor- 
row’s forecast had been examined. 
A number of automobiles reached 
the airdrome shortly after 5 o’clock 
this morning, and in view of the fine 
weather the people were convinced 
that the airship would soon appear. 

When, after much waiting, the air- 
ship failed to be taken from the:air- 
Grome, they were not satisfied that 
atmospheric conditions were the sole 
cause of the delay. It was reported 
yesterday, however, that 400 men 
who will ‘‘walk’’ the airship from 
the hangar to the mooring mast had 
been ordered to stand by from sun- 
rise today.

Convention Says MacDonald 
Has a “Holy Mission.” 








OLD-AGE PENSIONS URGED 





Barring Men of Middle Age From 
Industry Is Termed “Inhuman” 
by Federation Leader.

TORONTO, Oct. 7.—President Wil- | 
liam Green opened the annual con-| 
vention of the American Federation | 
of Labor here today by declaring that | 


Prime Minister MacDonald's visit to | 
the United States was ‘‘a holy mis- | 
sion’’ and pledging the forces of | 
American labor to the movement for 
international peace. 

The applause of a thousand men 
and women in the convention ap- 
peared to indicate that their regard 
for the objects of the Prime Minis- 
ter’s visit innalag Sew their feeling of 
disappointment that he would be un- 
able to find time to address them, 
although he is to be a guest of sev- 
eral organizations in the same hotel 
where the labor meeting is in prog- 
ress. 

It became known this evening that 
President Green and Secretary Frank 
Morrison were invited today by the 
Canadian Club to attend the lunch- 
eon on Oct. 16 in honor of the Prime 
Minister. The labor officials said 
they did not know whether they 
would be able to attend the function. 

“The great Premier of the British 
Empire is bgesags the United States 
and calling on President Hoover,”’ 
said Mr. Green. ‘‘He comes on a 
holy mission, preaching peace on 
earth and good-will to men. He pro- 
poses that the instrumentalities of 
war be reduced to a _ reasonable 
point to the end that war shall be 
no more. We wish him god-speed in 
his great pilgrimage. I am sure I 
voice the sentiments of millions of 
working men and women in and out 
of the labor movement when I ex- 
press the hope that the Premier of 
Great Britain may succeed in his 
laudable purpose. 


Stresses Spiritual Values. 


“We do not want our sons to be 
sacrificed on the field of battle. We 


want to place higher values on hu- 
man and spiritual things and less on 
material things. We want the intan- 
gibles of life, the spiritual values, to 
overshadow the dollar mark. In 
short, our object is human better- 
ment. We do not expect to create 
the millenium, for that is not possi- 
ble, but we do want to help create a 
world where peace will be the rule 
and our labor movement will support 
the efforts of other nations that are 
trying to establish international 
peace.”’ 

Discussing domestic problems, Mr. 
Green spoke of the necessity for old 
age pensions. He referred to the 
barring of men over forty from new 
jobs in industry and characterized 
his custom as ‘inhuman, uncivilized 
and indefensible from any point of 
view.’’ 

“Tt is the American Federation of 
Labor which will. constantly. protest 
yp res this policy and oppose it un- 
til public opinion and the public con- 
science is aroused and they call a 
halt to it.’’ he declared. ‘‘Men and 


| women must be given an opportunity 
‘to work so long as they live and we 


are going to vigorously demand that 
Lo I be permitted to exercise that 
right.”’

DISMISSAL MOTION FAILS 





Justice Denies Double-Jeopardy 
Plea—Opening Statements 
Are Expected Today. 





DOHENY TO BE WITNESS 


His Trial as Bribe Giver Hinges 
on the Outcome of the 
Present Case. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—Albert B. 
Fall, Secretary of the Interior in the 
Cabinet of President Harding, was 
again called to the bar of a criminal 
division of the Supreme Court of the 
District of Columbia, today, this time 
to stand trial on an _ indictment 
charging that in November, 1921, 
when Secretary of the Interior, he 
accepted a bribe of $100,000 from Ed- 
ward L. Doheny, the Los Angeles 
oil operator. The money, the Gov- 
ernment alleges, was the price Fall 
exacted from Doheny for the lease 
of the Elk Hills naval reserve oil 
fields. 

Fall tottered into the court room 
supported on one side by Dr. H. T. 
Safford of El Paso and on the other 
by his nephew, Houston Fall. He 
was followed by his wife and his two 
daughters, Mrs. C. C. Chase and 
Mrs. Brant Elliott. 

Because of his physical condition, 
it was not believed the trial would 
start today. The defense lawyers, 
however, decided to go ahead, and 
when Justice Hitz announced he had 
overruled the motion to quash the 
indictment on the ground of ‘‘double 
jeopardy” Frank T. Hogan, chief of 
the Fall legal staff, announced he 
was ready. 


Fall Unable to Stand. 


Immediately the selection of the 
jury began. This required but a few 
hours.: The jury averages 34 years | 


of age. On it are eight mes, one of 
them colored, and four women. As- 
sociate Justice Hitz ordered the jury! 
locked up. 

There probably never was before 
such a picture disclosed in the Dis- 
trict Supreme Court. . Bent, white- 
haired and but a shadow of his one- 
time robust self, Fall faced the court.

ACTOR IN MURDER CASE 
CHEERED BY ADMIRERS 


Woman Gives Philip Drew, Amer- 
ican, Lack Piece as He Goes 
to English Court.

LONDON, Oct. 7.—Facing his great- 
est ordeal since first one witness and 
then another identified him as being 
the man who acted so strangely near 
a little tobacco shop in Reading in 
which Albert Oliver, the tobacconist, 
was found fatally bludgeoned around 
6 P. M. on June 22, Philip Yale Drew, 
an American actor, will explain on 
the witness stand to a coroner to- 
morrow his movements on the night 
of the crime. 

“I did not go into any shop in 
Reading and commit murder. I 
would like to say that and underline 
it four times. I could not and would 
man,’’ was a statement 
quoted in court today as having been 
made by Drew when questioned. 

Drew’s progress to the coroner’s 
court today was uimost a triumphal 
procession. Crowds cheered him 
outside his hotel and outside the 
court. Hemmed in by the applaud- 
ing throng, he turned, raised his hat 
and bowed low. One woman rushed 
to his side and pushed a piece of coal 
for luck into his hand, He carried 
this into court. 

The police accused no one in their 
evidence today. Under the new rules 
of examination, which prevent any 
possibility of third-degree methods, 





it was disclosed today that Drew had | 


been invited to the police station at 
Nottingham, where his company was 
then sppeeres and was asked to 
answer:a number of questions. 

On his first visit Drew was calm. 

‘“‘Next day,’’ testified a detective, 
‘this behavior was most theatrical. 
He waved his arms, wiped his hands 
across his face, mentioned that he 
was an American citizen and.said 
the .police were interfering with his 
liberty. Afterward he broke down 
and cried. He was.undoubtedly un- 
der the stress of great emotion.” 

An earlier witness had related that 
she was positive she had’ seen Drew 
standing in the doorway of Oliver’s 
shop, ‘“‘wiping his ce with his 
hand.’’ There was, she said, blood 
on his face. 
/ When the coroner heard the detec- 
tive use the same expression, he 
turned sharply to the jury and said 
‘“‘Just remember that.’”’ 


The detective added he had noticed | 


that Drew’s hair was perceptiblv 
grayer than when the first inquest 
started. ‘‘If it is dyed,’’ he replied 
to a question of the coroner, ‘‘that 
dye is wearing off.’’

Thomas Asserts He Jammed 
Through ‘Outrageous’ Contract 
for Equitable Company. ~ 








ASSERTS HE BROKE PLEDGE 





Says Zones Would Have Nullified 
Five-Cent Fare—Calls Line a 
“Fraudulent” Enterprise. 





In the first of a series of radio 
talks Norman Thomas, Socialist can- 
didate for Mayor, last night brought 
the Equitable Bus franchise into the 


Mayoralty campaign. ~ Mr. Thomas 
declared. that.on.the.face-of the rec- 
ord the- eau 

was a “fraududent’’ enterprise, 
without ie ong financial backing and 
organized for the sole purpose of. 
getting a franchise from the city at 
the city’s own expense. He charged 
Mayor Walker with ‘‘moving heaven 
and earth” to jam through the 
Board of Estimate an ‘‘outrageous’” 
contract in the sole interest of that: 


all the preliminary plans. ' 

Mr. Thomas said that his speech 
last night was only the beginning, 
that he would have specific evidence 
to prove charges that he would, pre- 
sent in his campaign. He: declared 
that the Mayor must. have been 
aware that the Equitable: Coach 
Company was not in a position to 
finance the building and operation 
of buses and he asserted that its con- 
tract was in direct violation of Mayor 
Walker’s campaign pledge to safe- 
guard the five-cent fare. «The six- 
teenth of his daily questions to ‘the. 
Mayor was a request for an explana- 
tion of his conduct in the Equitable 
matter, 


Recalls Walker’s Transit Pledge. 


The Mayor's fight for the Equi- 
table Coach Corporation in the Board 
of Estimate. Mr. Thomas said, was 
the only action taken by the Mayor 
to promote the rnauguration of a 
general bus service thin the city. 
He recalled that in his 1925 cam- 
paign, Mr. Walker had declared un- 
equivocally in favor of municipally 
owned and operaied transit lines, in- 
cluding a municipal bus service. 

‘In March, 1926, after being in of- 
fice two and a half months, Mayor 
Walker declared that the next July 
should see city-wide bus service in 
operation,’? Mr. Thomas said. Four 
Julys have come and gone and there 
is not as yet a single mew bus line, 
much less a coordinated bus system, 
running in New York. -Temporary 
lines with ramshackle equipment, 
usually the property of favored. poli- 
ticians, still operate. 

“The Equitable Coach Company 
was first heard of on Feb. 27, 1926, 
when its bid was considered by the 
Board of Estimate, sitting as a Com- 
mittee of the Whole. From that 
time on until April 4, 1929, the com- 
peer was more or less in the. pub- 
ic eye, always as Walker’s pet, but 
during that period it never owned 
one wheel of one coach and on that

Decisions on Location and Other 
Important Points Is Deferred in 
Discussing General Principles.

—Work on framing the statutes for 


the Bank for International Settle- 
ments, the first international bank- 
ing institution ever created, began 
with today’s meetings of the experts’ 
conference, which took up the exam- 
ination of the three general outlines 
which had been submitted: These 
outlines are being examined simul- 
taneously, article by article, while the 
members of the drafting committee 
keep a record of the discussion on 
each article and independently seek 
to reconcile or adapt-to each other 
the proposals in the three separate 


plans

Many. : 
Questions at Issue. 


For the moment discussion is gen- 
eral and the delegates are trving:to 
decide upon the form the statutes 
will take, whether tnere will. be a 
charter or by-laws and whether these 
by-laws shall narrowly prestribe the 
bank’s activities with a complete set 
of provisions for every emergenc 
be general in nature and,léave Ttati- 
tude to the discretion,of the special 
advisory committee composed of rep- 
resentatives of the, ‘seven nations 
which will govern the bank. No such 
bank has ever existed, and there is 
much technical detail to discuss, upon 
which there is little possibility of dis- 
agreement. 

he three plans, however, do con- 
tain important divergencies, else the 
method of attack of drawing upon 
the plans side by side and article by 
article would not have been chosen. 
These differences obviously do not 
relate to the functions of the bank 
in handling reparations annuities as 
fully outlined by the Young plan, 
but rather to the bank’s less closely 
defined functions for bolstering the 
stability of various national cur- 
rencies, preventing panics and ser- 
ving as an international clearing 
house, which the Young plan makers 
conceived as ultimately serving as 
the bank’s chief motive for existence. 


France Would Limit Scope. 


Outside the conference the dele- 
eg were extremely reticent in air- 

ng their views, but from the general 
attitude of the countries and their 
ress it may be argued that France 
s eager to restrict the bank’s pow- 
ers, while Germany is atetanted in 
seeing it vested with the widest pos- 
gible authority and Britain stands 
on middle ground. France would be 
= 





satisfied to have the bank ciosely 
confined to the sole operation of 
handling reparations, while England 
would extend its operations to clear- 
ing house functions and other activi- 
es. 

_ The object of the American dele- 
ay is to safeguard the interests of 

e Federal Reserve Bank if it should 
ever become a member of the inter- 
national bank. This they are in a good 
position, to do ause, although un- 
official; they hold the only offices of 
the conference, chairman and secre- 
tary, and’ have'a member on each 
committee. 

Two meetings of the entire confer- 
ence will be held daily and.in be- 
tween will come special committee 
meetings. A large amount of work 
will be done outside, however, for the 
delegates’ ersonal exchanges of 
opinion are keeping up until 2 or 3in 
the morning. The impression gained 
from the first day’s labor is that the 
conference will be of long duration, 
probably a month or more. At the 
morning session, lasting three hours, 
only the first two pages of the tenta- 
tive plans were examined. One thing 
was settled, however, that the name 
of the bank as used in the Young 
plan, the Bank for International Set- 
tlements, will be adopted as its offi- 
cial title. 

Article 3 will establish the domi- 
cile of the bank and that article to- 
day was lIcft blank, and will be for 
some time. 

From today’s two long sessions it 
was evident that the delegates have 
adopted as their plan of attack elimi- 
nating from the discussion imme- 
diately all the most troublesome 
points at issue and confining it to 
aap v8 principles. What will at first 

decided will have to receive expert 
revision when the bank’s location is 
decided, for example, so that its 
statutes may conform to the laws and 
regulations in the country selected. 


Decisions Put Off. 

In proceeding with their labors the 
delegates spent some time on the 
first article, which defines the pur- 
oses of the bank, and it was decided 

hat the definition be extremely gen- 
eral to cover broadly any decisions 
taken later. Much time was then 
spent on the article relating to guar- 
antee where the talk centred on 
whether the bank should give a col- 
lective guarantee or whether the 
banks in different countries would 
assume their own share separately. 
Special reference was made to the 
question of admitting other countries 
than the seven chief members and 
whether the guarantee should be ex- 


tended to m. 

Without ent the conference 
adopted a pro 4 fixing the bank’‘s 
capital at_ $100,000,000, and provi- 
sion for calling in 25 per cent of this 
amount. On the other hand, when 
it reached the article referring to the 
bank’s location, by mutual agree- 
ment, this knotty problem was 
promptly deferred by a decision tem- 
porarily to leave this blank. 

The same line of conduct will, it is 
understood, be taken concerning the 
disputed question of the bank’s pow- 
ers in granting credit when this arti- 
cle comes up, the apparent aim of 
the conference in these opening dis- 
cussions being to allow the delega- 
tion to feel each other out on general 
lines, so that once these principles 
are established a large amount of de- 
tail work can be quickly accom- 
plished. 

Meantime, there is no doubt but 
what outside the conference there 
will be constant effort to read a com- 
promise on the main issues, which 
would prevent the completion of the 
report if left undecided, in the esti- 
mation of all the leading delegates. 
Thus far in the conference sessions 
there have been no definite proposals 
by any nation regarding the bank’s 
location.

BRITISH ADMIRAL RETIRES. 


Sir Richard Phillimore Quits at 65 
—Sir H. W. Richmond Promoted. 


LONDON, Oct. 7 ().—Admiral Sir 
Richard Phillimore, first and princi- 
pal naval aide-de-camp to King 
George, has been placed on the re- 
tired list. Rear Admiral Sir H. W. 
Richmond has been promoted to ha- 
thiral. 

Sir Richard Phillimore, now 65, 
commanded H. M.. S. Inflexible in 
action off the Falklands, 1914, as 
part of Admiral Sturdee’s force, 
which destroyed the German cruiser 
squadron under von Spree that had 
earlier bested the Monmouth and 
Cape of Good Hope under Rear 
Admiral Cradock. 

Sir Richard was principal beach 
master in the Gallipoli Landing. 
1915, and for the next twelve months 
wes attached to Russian imperial 
headquarters... He then commanded 
the first battle cruiser squadron and 





afterward the flying squadron. From 
1923 to 1926 he was commander-in- 
chief of the Plymouth station. 
Admiral Sir H. W. Richmond was 
commandant of the Imperial Defense 
College in 1927-28 and has written 
works on national policy and naval 
strength. He was assistant director 
of operations from 1913 to 1915, be- 
coming liaison officer with the 
Italian fleet. He later commanded 
the Commonwealth, Orin and Con- 
queror of the Grand Fleet. In 1918 
he became director of staff duties 
and training.

conferences held separately by the 
various groups interested, continued 
until 5 o’clock. The final session 
began at 6 o’clock and was stormy 
at first but later quieted down to a 
calmer discussion. 

The truck operators now receive 
from 7 cents to 20 cents per package, 
depending upon its size and distance 
of transportation, but are not paid 
for overtime. They complain that 
they are frequentiy kept waiting 
hours at terminals for the arrival 
of freight cars, and that they often 
must wait again for other trucks to 
be unloaded and get out of the way 
at the delivery points. 

Consequently, they contend, the 
payment of time-and-a-half for over- 
time to their drivers would wipe out 
their profits unless the receivers are 
willing to pay for waiting time. 

The gathering seemed unable to 
agree upon a fair rate for waiting 
time, some dealers flatly opposed the 
charge, some urged that an adjust- 
ment be reached through an increase 
in the flat piece rate, and still others 
were for a reform of the system 
known to the trade as pier-head load- 
ing, whereby one group of trucks 
brings produce from the pier to the 
terminal or street and another trans- 
ports it from this point to the com- 
mission house. ;

While it was the opinion in mar- 
ket circles that a way to end the 
strike would be found in time to 
avoid severe losses, the contention 
that there would be no losses ap- 
peered to be slightly optimistic. A 
arge number of the stalled cars con- 
tain tomatoes whose rate of de- 
terioration is high, and, according 
to Philip E. Newmark, secretary of 
the Wallabout Market Association in 
Brooklyn, twelve carloads of cab- 
bages at the Lackawanna terminal 
at Clymer Street and Kent Avenue 
may have to be destroyed. 
Because of the perishable nature of 
the goods affected, wholesale prices 
were already dropping yesterday in 
the few sales that were made, ac- 
cording to brokers. The 200 carloads 
sold in Kearny, which contained 
apes, brought an average of only 
$1200 each, whereas they might 
normally be expected to bring $1,400 
or $1,500, it was said. 
Seven cars of produce, sold for 
diversion to other points, at the Mon- 
mouth yards of the Erie also brought 
slightly less than normal prices. The 
lower price was ascribed to a feeling 
of uncertainty on the part of bro- 
kers as.much as to deterioration. 
As the effects of the strike grew 
more pronounced, the union received 
romises of support. Handlers re- 
used in some instances to load or 
unload the few trucks that owners 
themselves ventured to drive, and 
drivers in Harlem who were not 
members of the union quit. 

Drivers and helpers in the Wal- 
labout Market, Breoklyn, declined to 
work. Patrick Riley, manager of 
Local 308 of the union jin Newark, 
notified Joseph Hanwright, president 
of Local 202, that if the strike was 
not settled last night the 500 mem- 
bers of his union would. walk out 
today. 

The police in New York and Jersey 
City continued to keep about 300 
extra men each on strike duty last 
night, and supplied armed patrolmen 
to ride the trucks with owners who 
drove their own trucks. Little of

Feeling Against Communists Is /Also

CHARLOTTE, N. C., Oct. 7.— 
Eight more witnesses testified today 
in the trial of Fred Erwin Beal and 
six co-defentiants, Communists. and 
union guards, for the murder’ of 
Chief of Police O. F. Aderholt ‘of 
Gastonia and the wounding of three 
policemen, as the State continued 
presentation of evidence designed to 
prove that the accused had entered 
into a conspiracy to commit. the 

crimes. ‘ 
Three of the witnesses were police- 


men who participated In the affray 
with the union guards, on June 7, 
when Aderholt was killed. : 
They were’A. J. Roach, Tom: Gil- 
bert and Adam Hord. Roach and 
Gilbert were severely wounded in the 
battle when, from their fortified po- 
sition on the union grounds, the de- 
fendants, according to the charges, 





unleashed a general fusilade at Ader- 
holt and his men. : 

“Oh Lord, I’m shot, don’t shoot | 
me no more, boys!’’ Roach quoted | 
Aderholt as pleading as the Chief 
fell mortally wounded. 

Roach himself received more than 
200 shots in various parts of his body. 
the testimony revealed. 

Under cross-examination by ‘Tom 
P. Jimison for the defense, who 
sought vigorously to impeach his 
credibility, Roach demonstrated that 
he does not like Communists and 
that any of them caught here or else- 
where ‘‘should be en out sand 
shot.’”: . a ries P 

The cross-examination of Roach 
and Gilbert enlivened the procee:i- 
ings by the injection of the Com- 
munist issue as well as sharp argu- 
ments about God and liquor. _ 

“Those who are preaching this 
Russianism ought to be taken: out 
and shot,’’ Roach said. ‘‘We don’t 
hi ‘any’ Russians ‘in North Caro- 

na.”’ 

The attorney sought to prove that 
Roach had a “‘record’’ of assaults, 
convictions and indictment. 

Another element of color was added 
to today’s proceedings by the long 
delayed arrival of the ‘labor jury” 
elected:,at the ;recent trade unity 
union cOnference of the Communists 
in Cleveland, with instructions to 
attend the trial and render ‘‘a verdict 
for the working class.’’ 


“Labor Jury” Is Guarded. 


The jury, including two negroes, 
and purporting to consist of mem- 
bers of Communist unions, arrived 
for the morning session, but found 
some difficulty in entering the court 
room, when the court officer in- 
formed them that the two negroes, 
Charles Frank, representing the 
American Negro Labor Congress of | 
New York and Sol Harper, who bears | 
the title of representative of the 
Trade Union.Unity League of Ro- 
| chester, N. Y., would have to take 
seats in the ‘‘Jim Crow” gallery. 

At first they demurred but in the 
afternoon returned to the court 
room. Their white associates also 
took seats in the gallery.

According to Roach, Chief ‘Ader- 
holt inquired from one of the guards 
what e trouble was and was in- 
formed that it was none of his 
‘damned business.”” . The guard, 
identified later as Harrison, pointed 
his gun at Gilbert, while four others 
directed their weapons upon him, the 
witness testified. 


Roach Tells of Being Wounded. 


‘ While Gilbert sought to put Harri- 
son under arrest Roach and the chief 
moved toward the union building, 
Roach toward the front and Ader- 
holt toward the back. The chief 
changed his mind, however, and, to- 
gether with Roach, Ferguson and 
Hord, started back for the exit, the 


witness said, adding that it was then |. 


that the cries of ‘Shoot them, damn 
it, shoot them,’’ came from the union 
building. 

There were three shots in quick 
succession znd then a volley of shots. 
As he lay wounded, Roach testified, 
he reached for his waist, pulled out 
his pistol and opened fire in the di- 
rection of the union building. 

Under Mr. Jimison’s severe cross- 
examination Roach admitted that he 
had heen indicted and sentenced for 
violation of the liquor laws, but de- 
nied other serious indictments against 
him, including several for seduction. 

A dramatic moment in the cross- 
examination occurred when Mr. Jimi- 
son, following’ the denial of a seduc- 
tiun indictment by Roach, called 
upon an old, one-armed man to rise 
from the audience. As. the old. man 
responded. Mr. Jimison. turned to 
Roach and shouted: ‘‘Didn’t you go 
to ‘him last Friday..and.plead with 
him not to say anything about you 
until this trial was over?”’ 

This referred to a charge alleged 
by Mr. Jimison against Roach in con- 
nection with a board bill said to have 
been incurred by Roach in behalf of 
the girl in question. 

Roach indignantly denied the 
charge. He also denied Mr. Jimison’s 
charge that he had been dismissed 
from the police force for extortion. 

Pressed by Mr. Jimison on the point 
of his violent prejudice against Com- 
munists, Roach explained that he 
formed his opinion on the basis of 
their atheist views. 

“I formed my opinion on the basis 
that they did not believe in God,”’ 
he said. 

Gilbert and Hord gave testimony 
tending to corroborate details of 
what had occurred during the shoot- 


ing. 

The State is expected ‘to close its 
case in a day or two, when the de- 
fense will begin presentation of evi- 
dence in support of its plea of self- 
defense.

SAYS MILL GUARDS 


ATTACKED STRIKERS 


Witness at Marion, N. C., Denies 
Any Shots Were Fired From 
the Crowd. 








DEPUTY CLUBBED MAN, 63 





Two Mill Owners Take Legal Steps 
to Eject the “Disloyal’’ From 
Company Houses.

MARION, N. C., Oct. 7.—While 
Judge W. H. Harding is striving to 


get the truth of last Wednesday’s 
diling of five strikers and the wound- 
ing of thirteen more, R.,W. Baldwin, 
resident of’ the’’Marion' mill, and 

abry Hart of the Clinchfield mill 
are taking legal steps to eject from 
mill-owned houses a4 total of eighty- 
nine union families. ° 

‘Both mi}! presidents said today that 
they were taking.the.action with the 
firm belief that the removal of the 
‘‘undesirables’’ would remove -from. 
Marion the pPogeteality of -further 
trouble. Both said that they were 
not taking the. action to fight the 
union but rather to prevent a recur- 
rence of last Wednesday’s tragedy. 

The testimony before Judge’ Hard- 
ing, who is conducting the State’s 
investigation, was featured by two 
witnesses. One said that the strikers 
were surging back and forth, cursing 
the officers and threatening violence. 

The other said that a 63-year-old 
man, armed with a stick, attacked 
the Sheriff when he started firing 
his tear-gas gun. 

No one has yet testified that any 
of the strikers were armed with any- 
thing but sticks and rocks. No one 
has testified who didn’t think all the 
shooting was done by the officers. 


Ejection Move Begins. 


The first move toward ejection, 
since the mill presidents gave the 
union officials fifteen days’ time to 
get rid of the surplus workers 
twenty-eight days ago, was made by 
Mr. Hart today. He called F. J. Gor- 
man, first vice president of the 
United Textile Workers of America, 
and John Peel, second vice president 
of the State Federation of Labor, to 
his room and asked them to cooper- 
ate with him in clearing his mill 
houses peacefully. ‘: 

In the Clinchfield mill there are 
fifty-seven families: who will never 
be taken back ihto the mill’s employ, 
according to the president’s state- 
ment. They are living in company 
houses and burning company elec- 
tricity, he said, without paying for 
either. In the Marion mill village 
there are thirty-seven such families. 

“As far as we are concerned, the 
union is dead.’’ said Mr. Hart, 

When he asked the labor leaders 
to help him get the union families 
moved, they replied that they would 


.when and if he stopped discriminat- 
‘ing against the union. 


“T have no union workers in my 
mill,’’ said the president, and de- 
cided to take legal steps toward 
ejectment.

John Jonas, the 65-year-old man 
who was killed, hit the Sheriff with 
a stick just after the officer had 
turned loose the gas, said Ed John- 
son, a member of the union. 

“The Sheriff grabbed Jonas and 
Mr. Robbins, one of the deputies, be- 
gan hitting Jonas over the head with 
a black jack’’ said Johnson. 
Robbins jumped back and he and 
the Sheriff pulled their guns,“There 
was a shot but I couldn’t say from 
which gun it came.’’ 

John Condrey, a union member, 
stated that the shooting began at 
some one’s command. 

‘It seems to me I heard somebody 
say ‘shoot’,’’ he said. ‘‘I don’t know 
who it was, but it came from the gate 
where the law was standing. Then it 
started.”’

BEETHOVEN FUGUE PLAYED 





Harold Bauer and Arthur Loesser 
Offer Former’s Four-Mand Piano 
Version—Bach Also Heard.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—The open- 
ing eoncert for 1929 of that unique 
festival of chamber :music which oc- 
curg-annually.in the music room of 
the library of Congress and is main- 
tained by the funds of the Elizabeth 
Sprague Coolidge Foundation, took 
place tonight, ‘The occasion was un- 
commonly felicitous in the quality of 
the performances and :the general 
texture of the program. Old and 
modern composers shared the list. 

There was a first performance of 
Joseph Huttel’s ‘‘Divertissement 
Grotesque” for wind instruments 
and piano, which won the E. 8. 
Coolidge prize of 1929. Harold Bauer 
and Arthur Loesser played Mr, 
Bauer’s arrangement from the com- 
poser’s four-hand version of the 
Beethoven fugue, opus 134. 

This arrangement is a further re- 
vision of the one which Mr. Bauer 
and Walter. Damrosch . played to- 
gether at a Beethoven Association 
concert in New York two seasons 
ago in observance of the centenary 
of Beethoven’s death. 

It had am-admirable effeet, due 
equally to: the excellence of the ar- 
rangement and an inspired perform- 
ance. 

The two other works on the pro- 
gram were a quintet for horn and 
wind instruments of Franz Danzl of 
the late eighteenth century, which 


proved an entertaining and amusing’ 


work in the older style, and the de- 
lightful sonata in E major of Johann 
Sebastian Bach, played incompara- 
bly by George Barrere, flutist, with 
the collaboration of Mr. Bauer. There 
was thus something for every taste, 
and there was not an ineffective com- 
position on the program. 

This in spite of the fact that ‘Mr. 
Huttel would have done well to have 
cut his divertisement in half. If 
this had been done all that he had 
to say would have been said, at 
plentiful length, and the® clearness 
and exuberance, if not the marked 
originality of his writing, would

Mrs. Casino and her husband had 
been separated for eight years and 
the double murder was discovered 
about noon yesterday when their 12- 


year-old daughter, Stella, returned 
from a week-end visit with her 


father, Joe Casino of 88 Rivington 
Street, and found’ the door of the 
apartment locked. She crawled along 





the fire-escape at the rear of the 
dingy four-story building and en- 
tered a window. 

In a few hours police under Dep- 
uty Chief Inspector Edward P. Mul- 
rooney had questioned half a dozen 
neighbors in the thickly populated 
Polish section and a general alarm 
was broadcast for Bock. Then, as 
the police continued their investi- 
gation reports of Bock’s visit to the 
three apartments in the neighbor- 
hood came in one by one. 

The stevedore had been known in 
his native Russia as Konrad Sidor- 
chuk, the police learned, and one 
woman who had known him there 
said that he had been regarded as 
insane in his youth. He had been 
boarding at the Casino home for the 
past five years. Saturday night there 
was a drinking party in the apart- 
ment, neighbors said, and at 3 o’clock 
Sunday morning they heard Bock, 
Mrs. Casino and John singing.

ON DISPLAY HERE 


Will Enter Eastern Service 
Seon, Concern Announces. 


Motor coach sleeper services will 
be started in two or three months in 
Eastern States as further links of 
a system which may eventually 
cover the entire country, representa- 
tives of the Pickwick Corporation, 
motor-bus manufacturers and oper- 
ators of Los Angeles, Cal., an- 
nounced yesterday. Company repre- 
sentatives are here demonstrating 
the company’s night coach. 

One of these coaches will make a 
tour of the city today and will be on 
display at the Capital Bug Terminal, 
240 West Fifty-first Street, and in 
Times Square before starting at 10 
P. M. on a trial trip to Boston, car- 
rying bus operators from New York 
and New England. It will return to 
New York on Friday. 

The sleeper buses have been in 
regularly nightly service for three 
months hketween Los Angeles and 
San Francisco. The coaches will not 
be sold, but will be leased to opera- 
tors of bus lines as Pullman cars are 
leased to the railroads. 

Each coach has seating and sleep- 
ing accommodations for twenty-six 
passengers, with extra seats for 
driver, porter and steward. At night 
the seats are extended by a hinge ar- 
rangement to form the upper and 
lower berths. Each berth, 6 feet 4 
inches in length, has a light gt head 
and foot and the lower berths each 
have portholes at head and foot for 
added ventilation. 

Just inside the entrance to each 
compartment is a dressing space 
with seat, folding wash bow! with 
hot and cold running water, mirror, 
thermos jug, ash tray and other 
facilities. The space under the 
dressing seats and the floor of the 
upper dressing rooms may be used 
for baggage. Additional baggage 
space is provided at the rear of the 
coach. 

A buffet kitchen and larder, with 
ice chest, is located on the right side 
of the coach in front, just back of 
the driver’s compartment.

| PANAMA INDIGNANT 
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OVER GOOD’S ORDER 


Apparently Misinterprets Ban on 
Buying, Which He Explains— 
Highway Conference Opens.

BALBOA, Oct. 7.—The principal 
topic of discussion in business circles 
in Panama is the order of Secretary 
of War Good prohibiting the Panama 
Canal or the Panama Railroad from 
making purchases from local con- 
cerns in which any employes of the 
canal or the railroad own stock. The 
meaning and application of the ordex 
do not seem to be understood, as it 
apparently does not apply to post ex- 
changes or other organizations of 
the United States Army or ship’s 
supply officers in the Navy. 

“The effect of this order,’’ says 
The Panama American editorially, 
“is far-reaching on the legitimate 
commercial interests of Panama. 
The lawful business of long-estab- 
lished enterprises in the republic is 
so seriously injured as to arouse gen- 
eral resentment and to call forth 
protests not only from the local con- 
cerns directly affected, but from the 
republic's chief commercial organi- 
zation. 

‘The radical element in Panama is

Mr. Heydler, ‘“‘umpires are a mys- 
tery. ‘Where do they come from and 
where do they go? That is a ques- 
tion which has been asked me a 
thousand times. 

“Umpires are discovered just like 
ball players. Many of them are old 
players. But lots of them never were 
players. Hank O’Day was an old 
player, so was Bob Emslie. But 
one of our young 
stars who died a few years ago, was 
never a professional player. And so 
it goes. 

“Umpires there are all over the 
country, hundreds of them. . New 
ones come year after year. But, as 
you can see, we have only twelve on 
our staff and we used to have only 
eight. So the process of elimination 
must be pretty severe. Well, it is. 

Long Course in Training. 

- *°We scout for prospects; once find- 
ing them, watch them for months, 
sometimes years; develop them, edu- 
cate them, gain promotions for them 
from leagues of lower classification 
to those of higher with better pay 
and finally, when the time is ripe, 
sign them up. Most of them make 
good. But of course there are 
changes and replacements.” 

The umpire is human, despite the 
opinions of disgruntled fans. He 
often wants to toss up the job when 
he has been roughly abused during 
a tight game. Then is when the 
builder’s calm hand must pat him on 
the back; when the president must 
stand with his umpire, stand, often 
enough, between him and owners, 
managers and players. An umpire 
may never be a hero to the crowd 
or the player but he is to Mr. Heyd- 
ler. And the umpire knows it, hence 
he never fails to try to do his best. 

Speed an Essential. 

‘(Do you know,” asked Mr. Heyd- 
ler, ‘‘that baseball owes a great deal 
to the umpire which isn’t usually 
apparent? The umpire, and not alto- 
gether the so-called rabbit ball, has 
put speed into baseball, the speed 
that has made it a great game and 
has brought together in the National 
League alone invested capital of up- 
ward of $25,000,000. 

“The umpire has to be fast of mo- 
tion, fast of thought. And because 
he is, because he is on top of every 
play and gives his decisions quickly, 
he speeds up the game. 

“‘And he is really the bulwark of 
baseball. His integrity is beyond 
question. The fans know it. They 
may abuse him and heap maledic- 
tions upon him, but they trust him. 
And that has made baseball.’’

With these excep- 
tions it is safe to conclude that Eng- 
land, France, Italy and Belgium are 
today the greatest sufferers from 
the war, and that if.Germany did 
not have the reparations payments 
to make she would be in a fortunate 
financial position compared to the 
European nations which she fought.

The trouble with that phrase 
has been, and will continue to be 
until the end of 1930, that ten years 
ago means the years 1919-20, years 
of abnormal industrial activity and 
absolute. “full” employment. It 
was the continuance of the war in- 
dustries boom, when the ranks of 
wage earners were swollen by the 
influx of women, minors, and migra- 
tion from the farms, the deep South 
and the remote hill districts. Even 
without. technological changes a 
heavy percentage of the workers of 
1919-20 would have drifted out of 
the factories. Between 1920 and 
1927 there was a decline of 585,000 
in the number of factory workers, 
according to “Recent Economic 
Changes.” But of this loss as much 
as 425,000 was registered in the 
single year from 1920 to 1921. If 
instead of saying “ten years ago” 
we said “ eight years ago,” the num- 
ber of workers in the factories to- 
day would be less by 150,000. This 
is far from the millions usually 
conjured up. 

It is surprising what very respect- 
able names in economics one finds 
attached to this obvious mistake of 
taking a. year of peak inflation for 
a normal base. The impression is 
markedly different if one goes back 
five years further to 1914. Accord- 
ing to the Bureau of the Census, 
which has its own basis for report- 
ing factory employment, the number 
of wage earners in 1914 was 6,887,- 
000. Five years later it was 8,990,- 
000. Today we may be perhaps as 
much as 750,000 below the second 
figure but still a good 1,250,000 
wage earners above the year 1914. 
Even allowing for the increase in 
population, there is no striking de- 
cline here. We must wait another 
half decade and give up compari- 
sons with the flood years 1919-20 
before we can speak with assurance 
of the real measure of technological 
displacement in the factories,

With 
the removal of this menace to their 
trade, as Canadians regarded it, 
they have shown a disposition to 
wait without: apprehension for the 
final passage of the tariff measure, 
persuaded that President Hoover is 
too sane and sound om questions of 
foreign commerce to consent to any. 
serious curtailment of the profitable 
exchanges between Canada and the 
United States. 

While this appears to be the case 
at present, and while the stir in some 
parts of the Canadian press seems 
to be premature if not artificial, 
there is no doubt that mischief has 
been done. Thus far it is largely 
mental. It is bringing about an atti- 
tude in Canadians which good busi- 
ness men in America cannot afford 
to overlook. It consists largely in 
dislike of the spirit and methods of 
the tariff-makers at Washington. 
Canadians do not doubt the good- 
will or the good sense of the major- 
ity of Americans. But they perceive 
in Congress an inclination to be 
overbearing and even contemptuous 
as regards Canadian trade. As Pro- 
fessor TAUSSIG put it bluntly in his 
recent article, ‘‘for many years we 
“have treated Canada much as a 
“big bully treats the smaller boy.” 
That Canadians resent this is not 
surprising. Congress may not be 
aware of it, but it ought to give 
more thought to the psychology of 
our neighbor to the North. To treat 
an excellent customer as some of 
our high protectionists would treat 
Canada is unwise to the point of 
stupidity. Not in such ways can 
American trade be developed, to say 
nothing of maintaining friendly re- 
lations. with a proud nation. 

So far as our tariff laws are 
made with an eye to Canada, they 
ought to be fair, and so shaped by 
intelligent self-interest that nothing 
could be done to alienate purchasers 
of our goods. Already in Canada it 
is reported that the name “ Ameri- 
can” attached to manufactured 
articles is becoming a recommen- 
dation not to buy. To allow a feel- 
ing like that to spread, on account 
of our inconsiderate tariff legisla- 
tion, would be an act of supreme 
folly.

MAYA CIVILIZATION. 


Reports from Belize of the dis- 
covery of “a large ruined city” by 
Colonel LINDBERGH while flying over 
Yucatan Peninsula are necessarily 
vague. . Many archaeologists have 
there and in Guatemala sought to 
clear up the mystery of the Mayan 
civilization. Two recent expeditions 
were those of the Tulane University 
of Louisiana in 1925 and of Mason- 
Spinden. The leader of the last 
venture was GREGORY MASON, whose 
book “The Silver Cities of Yuca- 
tan” tells the story of the dis- 
covery of a ruined city and of the 
remains of seven other cities. His 
associate, Dr. HERBERT J. SPINDEN, 
was Assistant Curator of Mexican 
Archaeology and Ethnology of the 
Peabody Museum at Harvard. It 
was Mr. MASON’S belief that “the 
“extent of Maya territory still to 
“be explored has been greatly 
“reduced as one result of our 
“ expedition.” 

Others who have lately been try- 
ing to solve the riddle are Professor 
A. M. TozZzER of Harvard, Professor 
M. H. SAVILLE of the Heye Founda- 
tion and Dr. S. G.. MORLEY of the 
Carnegie Institution. These investi- 
gators found evidence of ritualistic 
survivals among the Indians of to- 
day, who may be the descendants of 
the Mayas. In 1841 a Spanish priest 
told JOHN L. STEPHENS, the Ameri- 
can archaeologist, whose work on 
Central America, Chiapas and Yuca- 
tan is a treasury of information, 
that in the wild district of Vera Paz, 
Guatemala, there was “a living city, 
“large and populous, occupied by 
“ Indians precisely in the same state 
“as before the discovery of Amer- 
“ica.” It was known as Chajul, and 
the inhabitants spoke the Maya lan- 
guage. It is often said that the old 
Maya cities are being used, which 
means that Indians live in and 
around them, and from time to time 
go through certain rituals. The

All the camps along the 
main highways were well filled 
throughout the Summer, the one at 
Hearthstone Point,‘on Lake George, 
leading with a registration of 22,454. 

Many of the most popular sites are 
in the Adirondacks. In the old days 
it was largely wilderness, known only 
to trappers and hunters and lumber- 
men. Then came well-to-do sports- 
men and wilderness lovers, content 
to drive in over rough roads, who 
built permanent camps on the lakes 
or acquired large forest estates. The 
railroad added to the number of 
vacationists seeking rest and recrea- 
tion in the north woods, but it was 
left to the automobile to make them 
accessible to the tourist. 

In the wake of the State highway 
came the demand for camping sites. 
Some of them, like the site on Fish 
Creek Pond, have fine water front- 
age, with scores of open fireplaces 
made as foolproof as possible. They 
tempt thousands of campers, many 
of whom spend their entire vacations 
there at a nominal expense. 

Those who care to get away from 
the crowds can always load their 
boats or canoes with duffle and find 
a camp site of their own, far from 
the highway.

One infers that the ‘primitive’ 
thing is the desire of college men to 
win at all hazards.. Even if a little 
undetected trickery helps to that end, 
they are willing to turn a blind eye 
on it: It is to be hoped that. the 
efforts of President ANGELL and 
other university authorities who feel 
about the matter as he does will 
both bring about a reform of meth- 
ods and shame the young men into 
living: up to it honestly.

Doubt if More Can Be Put Into a 
Score Than Exists There. 

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

» Your;musical critic, in his account 
‘of Mr, 'Toscanini’s conducting of the 
‘first Philharmonic concert, remarks 
that ‘‘virtuoso conducting’? has a 
certain odium attached to it for 
earnest souls. I do not know how it 
may’ seem to earnest souls; but what 
cynical and scoffing souls object to 
is not virtuoso conducting—if Mr. 
Toscanini’s extremely able and com- 
petent work can be tagged™:with an 
adjective that implies self-parade 
and ostentation far from his nature. 
What they object to is the confusion 
of values that gives the interpreter 
an ‘importance equal to or beyond 
that of the creator. 

Thus we learn that Schumann’s 
‘‘Manfred” overture, that piece of 
‘watery Mendelssohn,’’ that ‘‘faded 
score,’’ that ‘‘insignificant work,” 
was made a “‘significant opening of 
the season.’’ How? Because Mr. 
Toscanini brought out, not the notes 
of the music, but ‘‘the warm, poet- 
ical, sentimental character of Schu 
mann; felt, as it were, behind the 
sounds and signs of the printed 
page.’’ And this he conveyed “in a 
fashion that was unforgetable for 
its color, impulse and beauty.’’ This 
needs some explanation. Where were 
this ‘‘color, impulse and beauty” if 
the music itself is only ‘‘faded,” 
“watery” and ‘insignificant’? Can 
Mr. Toscanini have supplied it all 
with Schumann and his character 
twenty miles away? 

Now we come to “Don Quixote.” 
“Last night’? it had ‘‘nothing that 
was superfluous or incongruous’’—as 
distinguished from other nights, ap- 
parently; even on nights when Rich. 
ard Strauss himself conducted it. 
But, he is only the composer; he 
doesn’t know what there is in it, 
though himself a much lauded con- 
ductor. But now, after ‘‘Manfred,” 
there was in ‘‘Don Quixote’ music 
that matched in its distinction ani 
vividness of delineation the genius of 
the conductor—Mr. Toscanini. 

Fortunate conductor, to find some 
music, somewhere, worthy of his 
genius! How lamentable, if he had 
to pass through the wilderness of 
this world seeking vainly for music 
befitting his powers, and, not finding 
it, compelled to waste them. in play- 
ing inferior pieces. so that they should 
seem like great music, putting him- 
self always ‘‘behind the sounds and 
signs of the printed page’’ and mak- 
ing poor stuff seem unforgetable for 
color, impulse and beauty, and no 
doubt for much more that composers 
had neglected to put in! What a 
fate, to be so often making bad 
things seem better than they really 
are! The critic has conferred on Mr. 
Toscanini a distinction similar to 
that which Bill Nye conferred on 
Wagner, who wrote music that 
“really is a great deal better than it 
sounds.’’ Mr. Toscanini plays music 
so that it sounds a great deal better 
than it really is.

Edward F. Albee, the theatrical 
producer and a trustee of the Cathe- 
dral.of St..John the Divine, turned 
over to Bishop William T. Manning 
two checks totaling $150,000 as’ a 
further contribution toward the work 
of building the cathedral. Mr: Albee 
already had given $200,000. 

The ‘presentation. was made at a 
dinner given by Mr. Albee to Bishop 
Manning and several citizens inter- 
ested in the ‘work at the cathedral. 
Bishop Manning, earlier in the eve- 
ning, had said that $1,500,000 must 
still be raised to conclude the work 
on “the portion of the great. edifice 
now nearing completion.”’ 

Mr. Albee explained that the gift 
was being made by him, but in the 
name of the theatrical profession.

BUCHAREST, Oct. 7.—The death 
this morning of George V. Buzdugan,

Premier Maniu stated today that 
the government is consulting the 
court and thé opposition parties in 
the hope of reaching a common 
choice. 

The Liberal party, however, has 
decided that the government’s action 
in temporarily assuming the royal 

rerogative is unconstitutional and 

t will so instruct its Senators and 
members of Parliament.

’ Prisons Cut Labor Costs in Half. 

The report states that while the ra- 
tio’-of prison goods to the total out- 
put.of the country appears negligible, 
in certain commodities it reaches an 
appreciable figure, including binder 
twine, shoes, brooms, furniture and 
men’'s.working shirts. 

For ‘binder twine, labor costs are 
figured at less than half a cent per 
pound in two prisons, compared with 
1 cent a pound in ‘‘free’’. factories. 
Labor costs on work shirts in prison 
factories operating under contract 
are figured at 75,90. and 91.5 cents 
per dozen, compared with an average 
of $2 per dozen for six free fac- 
tories. 

No prison industry was found pay- 
ing workmen’s compensation insur- 
ance. 

Declaring that the problems con- 
nécted with prison industry are ‘es- 
sentially State rather’ than’ Federal, 
the committee emphasized that a so- 
lution must be’ found ‘“‘or prison’ in- 
dustries must cease and prisoners ‘be 
kept in idleness, or’the manufacture 
of produtts com eting with the 
prison — wil ‘become impos- 
sidle.’

LINDBERGH PUSHES 
-MAYA-AIR SURVEY 


Covers 400 Miles of Yucatan 
Jungle on Second Leg of the 
800-Mile Scientific Flight. 








ALIGHTS AT INTERIOR LAKE 





Region Is Devoid of Habitation, but 
Explorers Earlier Soared Over 
Chichen Itza Temples. 





ON BOARD: COLONEL LIND- 
BERGH’S PLANE, Oct. 7 ( (By 
radio direct to the Pan-American In- 
ternational Airport, Miami, Fla.).— 
Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh arrived 
over Belize, British Honduras, at 
5:10 P. M., completing 800 miles of 
reconnhoisance of regions of Guate- 
mala, British Honduras and Mexico 
on' the first aerial expedition in the 
interests of the Archaeological De- 
partment of Carnegie Institute of 
Washington and the Pan-American 
Airways. 


Today’s flight, most of which lay 
over land which had never been seen 
by a white man, covered nearly 400 
miles. Mrs. Lindbergh, Dr. Oliver 
H. Ricketson and . W. Ehmer 
were in the party. All were delight- 
ed by the trip and in fine spirits, a 
little tired and al] sunburned. 

On landing, the Lindberghs were to 
go at once to the Government House, 
where they are to be the guests of 
Sir J. A. Burdon, Governor of the 
colony. 


Luncheon on Lake Shore. 


At 12:23 P. M. the Colonel made & 
landing to explore the region near 
Lake de Chichen Ancaba, in the 
Province of Quintana Roo, Mexico. 
Mrs.. Lindbergh served a real field 
lunch, consisting of raisins, bananas 
and crackers. It was late because 
every one was too interested to think 
of eating. 

_ The plane was bearing generally 
on its outlined course, but was scout- 
ing considerably over an interesting 
looking country where Maya cities 
might be found. . 

olonel Lindbérgh cireled prospec- 
tive sites and a photograph was 
taken and charted on the map while 
Dr. Ricketson made scientific obser- 
vations. The, country at this stage 
of the flight was flat and covered 
with jungle. ; 

At 4:05.P. M. the plane was follow- 
ing down the border on the north be- 
tween British Honduras and Mexico. 
Colonel Lindbergn circled around 
some Indian settlements and then 
headed back up the river for more 
observations before swinging to the 
south again and heading out toward 
the coast. The plane came within 
sight of the Bay de Chetumal and 
soon afterward. passed Corosa!l in 
Northern British Honduras. ‘The 
weather was uniformly good. 

During the halt at the lake no 
ruins or signs of human habitation 
of any kind were found on the shore. 
Colonel Lindbergh spotted an alliga- 
tor on the way back to the plane 
from a hill which had been searched. 
'The party boarded the ship again 
and took off at 2:30 P. M., heading 
south on a diagonal course through 
Quintana Roo toward Belize. This 
entirely unknown area was carefully 
watched for signs. 

It was the sight of a large inter- 
esting mound near the banks of 
Lake de Chichen Ancaba that de- 
cided Colonel Lindbergh and Dr 
Ricketson to make their landing. 

The customary thoroughness of 
Colonel Lindbergh was shown when 
the plane was brought down on the 
surface of the lake. He had pro- 
vided full ground equipment; an 
inflated rubber boat was loaded with 
a compass, machetes to cut away 
dense brush and firearms. Mrs. 
Lindbergh was right in the thick of 
activity and every one was full of 
enthusiasm. 


Massive Ruins of Chichen Itza. 


Earlier, at 11:30 A. M., the expedi- 
tion flew over Chichen Itza; one of 
the first Maya cities in existence. 
Two massive ruins bordered on 
twin pools of deep green water. The 
Temnvle of Warriors excavation of 
the Carnegie Institution was nearly 
snow white, with the many columns 
of the temple in the form of 
feathered serpents. 

The Mexican Government excava- 
tion is a gray pyramid reaching 150 
feet to the sky and surmounted by 
a majestic temple. The glorious 
morning sunshine revealed all these 
details clearly. 

.As the plane headed to the south 
more ruins —— up through the 
jungle. -Dr. Ricketson, -who~ had 
been at the rear of the cabin. now 
changed places with Mrs, Lindbergh 
so that he and the pilot-commander 
could better discuss their findings 
and chart a course over the heavy 
jungles ahead, 

The Yaxhuna ruins were sighte4 
about eighteen miles south — of 
Chichen. There was a thrill of dis- 
covery at flying low over the thic« 
jungle tops at less than ninety miles 
per hour. 

The country through which the 
plane was flving at 12:15 P. M. was 
primitive and had evidently been de- 
serted since the Mayas’ amazing 
civilization flourished and died. out 
centuries ago. The Colonel crossed 
and recrossed:- a deev river. No one 
on board knew its name. There was 
no life nor sign of human habitation 
along its banks. Every one scanned 
. massed tropical growth below 
for traces of the vanished ‘race.

Steam ‘shovels and a wrecking crew 
were scheduled to begin demolition 
this ‘morning of the old three-story 
dwelling at 429 West. Twenty-third 
Street despite the fact that Mrs; 
Tillie Hart, the tenant, clings to her 
determination to remain in the 
house. 

For three months Mrs. Hart has 
been the centre of.a legal contro-

But New Owners of United Have |

An advance in the retail price of 
leading brands of cigarettes is ex- 
pected to be announced in a few 
days, possibly today. Such action, 
| which was under consideration yes- 
| terday by the officials of the United 
|Cigar Stores Company and the 
‘Schulte Retail Stores Corporation, 
the two largest retailers of cigar- 
ettes, will come as the result of the 
‘increase of 40 cents a thousand in| 
wholesale price which was announced 
Saturday. 

The Lorillard Company, manufac- 
turer of Old Gold cigarettes, an- 
nounced yesterday that it had ad- 
vanced its wholesale price from $6.10 
to $6.40 a thousand. This brings the 
| price up to the level to which Lucky 
| Strikes, Chesterfields, Camels and 
Piedmonts were advanced by their 
manufacturers. The four last-named 
brands have been wholesaling at $6 


a thousand since the original reduc- 
tion was posted in April, 1928; while 
Old Golds have been wholesaling 
since that time at $6.10. 

The fact that Lorillard .is abandon- 
ing the differential which it has 
maintained for eighteen months con- 
firms reports that the price-cutting 
contest rage the leading manufac- 
turers has definitely ended. 

So far as could be learned yester- 
day,: the so-called cut-rate stores 
have not decided what advance, if 
any, they will put into effect. Some 
of these stores have been retailing 
the leading brands at $1.10 a carton 
of ten packages.

DORY SAVES CREW IN DARK 


Captured When It Ties Up, but All 
Aboard ‘Escape in Gun Battle— 
Third Launch Gets Away. 





The prohibition enforcement squad 
under the supervision of Deputy Sur- 
veyor John McGill encountered sev- 
eral of the enemy from the coastal 
rum fleet early yesterday morning 
and returned to the Battéry the 
victor.

| bottom of the Raritan River, one

Working on. a tip received by 
Sheriff William S. Hannah of Mid- 
dGlesex County, a squad of Surveyor 
McGill’s men. under Inspector Sam 
Pollock slipped out of New York 
harbor early yesterday morning and 
anchored at Victory Bridge, near 
Perth Amboy, to await developments. 
About 2 P. M. men on the cus- 


toms patrol boat 546 heard the 
muffled sound of an engine and the 
slight swish of water caused by mov- 
ing craft. Stephen Dwyer, navigator 
of the patrol boat, ordered the 
launch’s engines started and callei 
out to the stranger in the darkness. 
The other craft, now dimly visible 


| through the fog, swung are, to- 
y in 


ward the patrol boat, apparent 
an attempt to-ram her. 

The patrol boat, comparatively 
slow but easily handled, backed out 
of the way and then started forward 
3 yy just as the rum-runner came 
ahead. The patrol boat’s nose pene- 
trated the hull of-the mysterious 
rum runner and she began to fill 
with water. As ‘the patrol boat ma- 
noeuvred for position to take the 
crew of the smuggler, a second boat 
sped up, came alongside the sinking 
craft and took off her crew so quick- 
ly that the customs craft was help- 
ess. 


Disabled Craft Sinks. 


According to the enforcement 
squad, the fog then closed down 
thickly and the rescuers. hurried 


away, leaving only the sound of their 
spitting exhaust. The disabled craft 
disappeared below the surface..: 

Patrol boat 546 had no guns mount- 
ed, but members of the squad drew 
their side arms and sent volley after 
volley in the direction of the rum 
boat. The patrol boat then followed 
up the Raritan River. 

Information obtained by Sheriff 
Hannah, who was in the patrol boat, 
indicated that an attempt would be 
made to land liquor at the docks of 
the National Fireproofing Company 
at Keasbey. Accordingly, they made 
for this dock to confer with a land 
patrol of customs agents who were 
cooperating in the attempt to make 
a wholesale capture of rum-runners. 

Before they had gone far they in 
sighted the elusive rum craft tied 
alongside a barge and a dock. . Think- 
ing they..had eluded the , customs 
men, -the rum-runners had stopped 
and were in conference with their 
own land detail, awaiting delivery of 
the: liquor. 

As the patrol boat neared, both sides 
opened fire. Nearly 100 rounds 
‘were sent across the..waters as the 
customs squad advanced on_ the 
smugglers. The smugglers climbed 
from their craft and scampered over 
the barge into the darkness just as 
the supportin: 
‘approached 
flank attack. 

When the smoke had cleared away 
the patrol: boat took the- other craft, 
but: there was no one aboard. In 
the lockers of the boat, which turned 
out to be a fast dory, Pollock’s meh 
found nearly 300 bags containing bot- 
tles of liquor, valued at about $8,000. 
They: took the dory in tow and 
headed for New York. 

Launch ‘Speeds Off. 

As they did so a large launch sped 
away-from the shadow of the shore 
toward the middle of the river. Shots 
were exchanged, but the large boat 
did not stop. Even without her tow 
the customs boat- could not have 
caught the high-powered speed boat, 
it was said... . ; ;

PHILADELPHIA, . Oct.-' 7.—Crea- 
tion of a trust fund which may total 
$10,000,000 or more to continue and 
extend the. Mitten plan’ of coopera- 
tion between capital and labor is 
provided in the will of Thomas E. 
Mitten, a traction head, which was 
filed for probate here today. The 
‘will was drawn six days before Mr. 
Mitten was drowned in a lake. on 
his Pike County estate a week ago. 
This portion of the will was imme- 
diately declared invalid under. the 
State Jaw, because it was for a 
philanthropic purpose and ‘was exé- 
cuted within thirty days of the testa- 
tor’s death. The intention of ‘the 
financier became certain of execu- 


tion, -however, when his son, Dr. Ar- 
thur A. Mitten, who, as his sole heir, 
would receive this fortune, declared 
that he would not accept the money. 
He pledged its devotion to the exten- 
sion of the Mitten plan in accordance 
with his father’s wishes, 

The trust fund, which is to be ad- 


‘ ministered by Mr. Mitten’s son and 


his brother, Arthur G. Mitten, rep- 
resents the bulk of the estate. The 
Mitten plan, as operated here. be- 
tween the Philadelphia Rapid Transit 
Company and its employes, and in 
Buffalo between the. International 
Railway and its employes, is. de- 
scribed as ‘providing opportunity 
| for participation in increased earn- 
i ings made possible by. the increased 
| effort of the employes, and to- en- 
; courage the investment of this added 
| compensation in such a way as to 
; make the employes owners as well 
/as workers.” . 


A Laboratory of Ideas. 


Up to this time the Mitten: money 
has been used solely for the opera- 
tion of the Mitten plan within the 
Mitten properties. The will, how- 
ever, according to some: interpreeta- 
tions, intends the trustees to. pro- 
mote the ideas of employe profit- 
sharing and-employe participation 
jin industrial corporate structures, 
; which are the essentials of the Mit- 
ten pian, throughout the nation and 
world. ; ‘ 

Mr. Mitten was declared to- have 
envisioned an industrial system 
which would make strikes impossible 
and which would transmute labor 
into capital, -with all of capital’s re- 
sponsibilities, and Mitten services, to 
him, were said to have constituted 
the laboratory in -which he was 
working out his ideas. for. the re- 
generation of world industrialism. 

Mr. Mitten’s will was. written and 
signed in his ie” a home in 
Roxborough on Sept. 25. His strong, 
flowing signature on the last e 
is witnessed by his secretaries, Ellen 
Hynes and William C,.Lloyd, Miss 
Hynes and Masinori Ikebe, _ his 
Japanese valet, were.at the Pike 
County estate when Mr. Mitten was 
drowned.

Out of the war has come another 
strange drama, Leonhard Frank’s 
“Karl and@’Anna,”’ with a‘translation 
of which the Theatre Guild began its 
twelfth season at the Guild Theatre 
last evening. For two acts you feel 
that it is brimming with odd and re- 
vealing materials—bitters of the war 
among the tenement dwellers of. Ber- 
lin, evils of the war, mystic percep- 
tions of what is false and true. But 
in the finaj act they come to so little 
that you leave the theatre wondering 
-whether what. you saw in the knotted 
middle act was actually there. It is. 
The vibrantly restrained scene = be- 
tween Alice precy and Otto Kruger 
in the second act is written out of an 
acute understanding of unworldly 
truths. You expect it to bear fruit 
in the final moments of the play. 
But when the curtain does come 
down. it falls on a thwarted drama. 

Originally ‘Karl and Anna” was a 
align but exhilarating novel, popular 
both in its original German and in 

. It was originally drama- 
tized in four acts, but it is played 
here in three. 
Enoch Arden legend in terms of the 
World War, Herr Frank has brought 
a German soldier from a_ prison 
camp in Russia to a home where, in 
the interval of five years, he has 
been supplanted. Not by a stranger, 
however, but by a prison mate who 
first heard about Anna during those 
long, dreary, uneventful months be- 
hind ‘barbed-wire fences. In fact, the 
first’ act of “Karl and Anna’”’ fs laid 
in. the prison camp, and shows how 
Karl learns so much of Anna from 
her husband’s lips that in some mys- 
tie fashion he has recognized her in 
his dreams, He believes that he 
knows more about Anna than even 
her husband. does. 

The rest of the story is inherent in 
the Enoch Arden legend. After escap- 
ing from prison Karl seeks out Anna, 
tries to pass himself off as her hus- 
band, succeeds rather in making her 
love him and is taking her away 
from Richard when at last he re- 
turns. But no bald summary of the 
facts can acknowledge the fine-drawn 
temper of Herr Frank’s writing or 
the nice distinctions he makes be- 
tween Anna’s recognition of Karl's 


honesty in his declaration of affec- | 


tions and of his falsity in attempting 
to pass himself off as her husband. 

timately, the making of that dis- 
tinction rests with the acting of the 
part. And as Anna, Alice Brady, 
who is now elevated to the peerage 
of the Theatre Guild Company, gives 
a remarkable performance, sharply 
drawn, agile, lucid, highly wrought. 
There are still rough edgings in her 
tooo But the subtle character Herr 
Frank has drawn she portrays accu- 
rately, adding to it the nervous en- 
ergy of her own temperament. 

After the long Summer interlude 
it is good to rediscover the Guild’s 
mastery in the arts of producing. 
Whatever you may think of Herr 
Frank’s play, ‘‘Karl and Anna’’ is 
always alluring to look upon. For 
Joe Mielziner has not only designed 
a splendid setting for the interior of 
a rude prison hut, but stretched be- 
yond it a silent background of 
barbed wires and hollow surfaces 
where the shadows of unseen 
sentries pass to and fro. When the 
curtain rises on an empty stage you 
see these symbols of brutal wartime 
necessity, and hear the crying voices 
of the guards dying away in the dis- 
tance. It is a brilliant beginning. 
Throughout the drama the soft and 
varied quality of the lighting and 
the sensitiveness of the entire pro- 
duction persuade you, as fine drama 
should, that what you see is no 
isolated corner of the universe, but 
part of the great pageant of life, 
always in motion beyond the brick 
walls of the theatre. 

In addition to Miss Brady, the 
present acting company has several 
able performers. articularly Otto 
Kruger, who despite a faintly apos- 
tolic make-up, communicates beauti- 
fully the exultation in which Karl 
bathes the situation he has created. 
As Richard, Frank Conroy is some- 
what miscast; the good breeding of 
his style of acting has little point in 
the portrayal of a common soldier 
and a workman, and robs the part 
of the sympathy the plot requires in 
the concluding act. But Ruth Ham- 
mond makes a good deal .of the 
friendliness and wild-eyed wonder of 
an upstairs neighbor; and in one 
brief scene Herbert J. Biberman 
plays’ the brutalities of the prison 
operyiner in a wide compass.

With ‘‘Mademoiselle Bourrat,”’ 
Claude Anet’s inquiries into feminine 
psychology and other matters moved 
from the library to the playhouse 
last night by way of Miss Le Gal- 
lienne’s Civic Repertory Theatre. 
And there, with appropriate echoes 
and notes as of an old cradie song, 
was unfolded a simple and compas- 
sionate story adorned by provincial 
portraiture and paced to the acrid 
austerity of bourgeois existence. 


On a tenuous thread that finds its 
way between tragedy and farce, M. 
Anet has strung his story of a girl, 
Mademoiselle Bourrat, her virago of 
a mother, her constant embar- 
rassed father and the village folk 
who wander in’ and out of a pinched 
and narrow household. 

In such a setting, the details of 
whose atmosphere M. Anet is at scru- 
pulous. pains to make clear, it is 
presently apparent that Mile. Bour- 
rat has just returned from a _ con- 
vent, and that in no great while, ac- 
cording to her mother’s plans, she 
will be handsomely married. An in- 
discretion destroys this scheme, and 
the Bourrat household sets about to 
avoid the shame brought upon it by 
the daughter. 

Subsequently through the heart of 
the play there is maintained a quiet, 
fierce suspense heightened by every 
gusty village rumor that blows over 
the garden wall. Anguished encoun- 
ters between the unrelenting mother 
and the daughter alternate with the 
shy, tremulous pathos of the girl's 
scenes with her father, until at last 
the ordeal is over. The child is born 
and dies. A piano teacher, through 
the offices' of Monsieur Le Cure, 
promises to come to a marital rescue, 
and a -conclusion that is touched 
with farce suggests that Mile. Bour- 
rat’s prospective husband may, for 
all any one knows, be nothing less 
than the illegitimate son of royalty. 

Of his play M. Anet has said tha 
it was written ‘‘a long time ago,” 
and indeed in its uncertain course it 
sometimes suggests a man of letters 
on a literary holiday. The humors 
and details of its genre setting are 
put forth with an obviousness which 
occasionally reaches caricature, and 
self-conscious soliloquies are called 
upon without interruption. But in 
its more vital moments ‘Ma- 
demoiselle Bourrat’’ is brisk with the 
severe beauty of tragedy.

Recovery in Stocks Continues— 
Call Money 6 Per Cent, | 
Time Meney Easier. 





The recovery on ihe Stock Ex- 
change which began on Saturday was 
resumed yesterday, after a brief pe- 
riod of hesitation. Before the day 
wag over, numerous advances run- 
ning to 10 points or more had been 
effected, and the majority of stocks 
closed around the day’s best prices. 
It was not, however, a day of par- 
ticularly heavy business; on the 
contrary, the 4,261,000 shares which 
changed hands yesterday were not 
far from the recent average, and ran 
nearly a million shares below the 
figure reached on three or four days 
last month. 

In each of the three major reac- 
tions which have preceded this one 
in the stock market of 1929 and 1928, 
the culminating day was _ distin- 
guished by a volume of trading which 
surpassed all records. This was 


ness of June 13, 1928, by the 6,414,000 
of Nov. 30, and by the 8,246,000 shares 
on the 26th of last March. Last Fri- 
day, when the present movement 
culminated and the high point of 
activity was reached, the sales were 
only 5,623,000 shares. The reason 
for this contrast is not entirely clear.

| Radio shares declined 2% points and 
failed to recover all of the early loss; 
General Motors sold down 1% and 
recovered only %; United States 
Steel lost 3% points, though advanc- 
ing 4% from the day’s lowest. 

The easier money market had its 
influence on stocks. Call money 
ruled at 6 per cent and the rate for 
time loans yielded fractionally to 8% 
per cent. This is the usual sequel 
to forced liquidation in the Stock 
Exchange on the scale of last week’s. 
It will be recalled that even last 
March, when the call-loan rate had 
been driven up to 20 per cent, the 
extensive and rapid closing out of 
speculative accounts brought back a 
6 per cent rate almost within a week. 
The market’s present action will lend 
a good deal of interest to next 
Thursday’s brokers’ loan account. 
The fall in Stock Exchange prices 
during September has not been re- 
flected at all in the weekly reports 
of brokers’ borrowings, which, on 
the contrary, increased $234,000,000 
during two weeks of a declining mar- 
ket. The total of these credits has 
never heretofore, however, failed to 
be cut down sharply after the break 
in stocks had culminated, 

Sterling was stronger yesterday, 
though not reaching last week’s 
highest rate. The Bank of England | 
lost no more gold, and the cables 
indicate that, for the present at any 
rate, the withdrawals from the Bank 
for Paris are at an end. Presuma- 
bly, therefore, the London bank will 
get the $4,000,000 new gold arriving 
from South Africa today.

SAYS HOME OF FUTURE 


WILL BE HEATED BY GAS 


Speaker ‘at National Fuels Meet- 
ings Also:Predicts Use of Gas 


for Cooling in Summer.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 7.—Opening 
a three-day national fuels meeting 
under the auspices of the fuels di- 
vision of the American Society of 
Mechanical ee Professor R. 
H. Fernald of the University of 
Pennsylvania said today that the pri- 
vate home of the future would 
gas heated. 

Rankiag second only to the ‘‘flexi- 
bility and convenience”’ of the indi- 
vidual gas heating plant is commu- 
nity central heating with steam or 
hot water, he said. 

“With gas-cooling systems, both 
for household refri eration and Sum- 
mer air cooling,’’ he said, ‘‘a better 
balanced load is available and s 
heating on a large scale is inevitable 
as the limited suppl; of liquid fuel 
gradually places restrictions on its 
general use for domestic purposes. 

“Since the liquid fuel, oil, is ex- 
tremely limited, with a probable sup- 
ply for onl ebout thirty more years, 
the fuel of tomorrow will be devel- 
oped from coal, of which there is 
enough in this country to last us for 
at least three or four hundred years 
more. Naturally, the coal will be 
converted into gas and piped to the 
homes in that fashion because of the 
greater efficiency and cleanliness.’’ 

The blame for a smoke nuisance in 
American cities belongs to the citi- 
zens themselves, Samuel S. Wyer, 
ra pea sy | engineer, of Columbus, 
Ohio, told the convention. 

“The average man and woman 
are indifferent to the smoke nuis- 
ance,’”’ he said. ‘‘Figures show that 
the’ nuisance is not caused by rail- 
road locomotives as is generally be- 
lieved, or by industrial plants, but 
in far the largest proportion by poor 
handling of fuels in the private 
homes.

“The outstanding fact that busi- 
ness must have learned since the 
World War—if sheer performance is 
any fair measure of value—is that 
the actual cost of railroad transporta- 
tion. is cheaper today than it. was in 
the good old-days,’’.said Mr. Loomis, 
“Rate schedules of years ago never 
did tell the whole story,. for unless 
one takes into consideratiqn interest 
on the value of the goods for a period 
of one to five weeks—during the time 
in transit—and the cost of carrying a 
heavy inventory because of the de- 
lays and uncertainty of railroad de- 
livery, one cannot get an accuraie 
idea of what the real cost of trans- 
portation used to be. 

“By continually’ improving and 
speeding up their service the rail- 
roads are keeping pace with the prog- 
ress of business, and are in turn 
helping business progress. The daily 
average movement per freight car in 
July this year—the latest available re- 

ort—was 53.6 per cent greater than 
or the corresponding month of 
1922.’’ 

Mr, Loomis also pointed out that 
reductions in rates since 1922 hai 
resulted in a cumulative saving to 
the public of nearly $4,880,000,000.

C. W. Clark and H..H. St. Clair 
Head Factions in Tie Vote 
in Copper Directorate. 








CLARKS WIN IN CASE HERE 





Court Upholds Appointment of G. G. 
Knox as Secretary After Board 
Is Unable to Fill Vacancy. 





Dissension in the directorate of the 
United Verde Copper Company, of 
which the late United States Senator 
William A. Clark was head for more 
than a quarter of a century, was 
disclosed yesterday in the Supreme 
Court in a decision by Justice Town- 
ley. Charles W. Clark, who suc- 
ceeded to the presidency upon the 
death of his father in 1925, and 
Harry H. St. Clair, the treasurer, 


are the leaders of the opposing fac- 
tions. 

Justice Townley heard two actions 
against George G. Knox, who was 
appointed acting secretary of the 
copper company by Mr. Clark in 
June, which showed that a clash be- 
tween the three directors friendly to 
the Clark interests and the other 
three directors rendered futile ef- 
forts to select a secretary to suc- 
ceed James H. Anderson, who re- 
signed on May 28. One action was 
brought by John H. Hall Jr., assis- 
tant secretary of the company, to 
compel Mr. Knox to turn over to 
him ail the minute books and other 
records, together with the corporaie 
seal. 

The other action was brought by 
Lewis R. Morris and Rodney W. 
Williams, member of the banking 
firm of Tucker, Anthony & Co., as 
voting trustees, in support of Mr. 


Hall’s demand, and also to compet 


Mr. Knox to permit them to inspect 
all books and records of the com- 
pany. Mr. Morris and Mr. Williams 
are voting trustees with Charles W. 
Clark and his brother, William A. 
Clark Jr., under agreements made 
in 1926. The other directors are the 
two Clarks, Mr. St. Clair and Rob- 
ert E. Tally, general manager. 


Clark Faction Wins Decision. 

Justice Townley decided in favor 
of the Clark faction by holding that 
Mr. Hall as assistant secretary did 
not succeed to the powers and duties 
of Mr. Anderson. The court ruled 
further that the plaintiffs may 1re- 
new their demand to inspect the 
records of the company if such in- 
spection is refused. 

Mr. Hall’s affidavit said that the 
United Verde Company is a Dela- 
ware corporation, with its most im- 
portant mining properties at Jerome, 
Ariz. More than 100,000,000 pounds

ended July 1 for more than $15,000,- 


000, he declared, and the company 
owns securities, cash and has money 
on call loans aggregating more than 
$15,000,000. He said that more th-~n 
£9 per cent of the stock is held by 
the trustees under the voting agree- 
ment of 1926 and by the Commercial 
Trust Company of New Jersey as 
trustee under two trusts made by 
Senator Clark for the benefit of his 
daughters. 

Mr. Hall said that the general of- 
ficers have their headquarters at 111 
Broadway, New York, where all the 
records are kept. He was elected as- 
sistant secretary on Dec. 20 last. He 
told of Mr. Anderson’s resignation 
as secretary and said that on June 
28 Mr. Clark ‘‘assumed”’ to avpoint 
Mr. Knox acting secretary, although 
he had no authoritv to do so. He 
added that a demand by himself and 
V7illiams and Morris on Aug. 7 that 
the corporate seal and the records 
be turned over to him was refused. 
By reason of these acts, he said, the 
corporation and the_ stockholders 
“are suffering irreparable damage.” 
He and his family own a fifth of 
the stock, he said. 

Mr. Knox in an opposing affidavit 
said that the company has 300,000 
shares of stock issued, of which the 
four voting ‘trusteés) hold 214,244 
shares, and the Commercial Trust 
Company holds 84.808 shares under 
Senator Clark’s gifts. The remain- 
ing 948 shares are owned by various 
individuals. 


Predicts Record-Breaking Profits. 


‘Under the present management 
of the business the operations of the 


company have been most successful , 


and far in excess of any period of 
the same length, and‘the profits for 
the current year will exceed any 
year in the history of the company, 
not even excepting the abnormal 


profits of war years,” said Mr. 
Knox. 

The affidavit said that at a meet- 
ing on May 28, after Mr. Anderson 
resigned, the six directors tied, three 
to three, and were unable to fill the 
vacancy or.to elect Mr. Tally a vice 
president. The three plaintiffs de- 
manded that a special meeting be 
called, Mr. Knox said, and after 
William A. Clark Jr. had returned 
from Europe especially to ‘attend, 
the plaintiffs did not appear. 
other meeting has been called for 
this month, when an effort will be 
made to obtain a quorum for the 
elections, he said. 

Mr. St. Clair in an affidavit sup- 
porting the two: applications said 
that: he and Charles W. Clark . had 
been friendly for years, but that be- 
cause he refused to sign a $60; 
check to buy stock in the Néw 
Verde Mines Company on_ the 
ground that the directors had- not 
authorized the purchase, Mr. Clark 
has ‘‘expressed great hostility -to- 
ward me.’’ He declared that Mr. 
Clark wrote to him on June 15 de- 
manding his resignation, saying that 
his attitude ‘“‘is one of insubordina- 
tion and is such that cooperation is 
no longer possible.’’ 

Mr. . Clair declared that Mr. 
Clark is trying to-‘‘isolate’’ him and 
Mr. Hall. He said he and Mr. Hall 
did not hear until weeks after- 
ward of a slide in the mine. which 
caused damage of several hundred 
thousand dollars and that the Clark 
faction began repairing the damage 
is ig awaiting action by the 

ard,

Gein of 5 to 11 Points Made as 
Traders Prepare. for Gov- 
ernment Report. 





The process of evening up out- 
standing market interests prior to 
today’s government estimate of the 
cotton crop caused extremely quiet 
conditions on the Cotton Exchange 
yesterday. Prices moved narrowly 
and ended with a gain of 5 to Ill 
points. Several houses executed 
more buying orders for mill clients 
than hedging for Southern account. 

Quotations averaged about a quar- 
ter of a cent below the level prevail- 
ing immediately preceding the Aug- 
ust and September reports from 
Washington, while 3,500,000 bales 
have been moved into sight and 


more than a third of the crop has! 


been ginned in the last two months. 
Spot saies in Southern markets yes- 
terday aggregated 72,000 _ bales, 
against 60,000 bales a year ago. 

Aside from light and widely scat- 
tered outside. selling orders here, 
contracts came mainly from _ spot 
circles, against purchases in the 
South. 

Several private estimates appeared 
yesterday, ranging from 15,025,000 
bales by a Cincinnati concern to 14,- 
494,000 by a Boston agency. Of four- 
teen reports issued so far this month 
three were 25,000 to 200,000 bales 
larger than those last month, while 
eleven estimates reduced the indi- 
cated yield from a few thousand to 
658,000 bales. The average of 14,725,- 
000 bales is about 150,000 less than 
last month, and as the average esti- 
mate of members of the Exchange 
was less than 14,825,000 bales, the 
indication from Washington for Sept. 
1, operators are more inelined to 
look for a slight reduction than for 
an increase in the government’s fig- 
ures today: ;

las one to purchase. 4;000 shares of 
| Armour A at the market. American 
| Tobacco A had opened at 1°) and 
| Armour A at 85%. 
By the time the error was dis- 
; covercd several minutes of valuable 
time had elapsed, and American 
Tobacco A was soaring feverishly. 
The firm immediately decided to ex- 
ecute its original order and to take 
its loss. This probably accounted 
for the strength of these shares in 
the late morning, for a very thin 
market had developed in the high- 
priced issue, and the firm’s broker 
was compelled to bid sharply for the 
stock he was obliged to buy. 

Most . brokerage firms ‘maintain 
what is known as an “error ac- 
count,’’ in which all funds ‘“‘over’’ in 
error are credited and from which 
“‘under’’ are paid. In some of the 
larger firms this fund usually totals 
about $50,000 and is maintained at 
about that figure. In view of the 
tremendous business transacted and 
the number of hands through which 
each order passes, however, the 
brokerage business is unusually free 
of errors. The head of a stock brok- 
erage firm, now dead, who was one 
of the governors of the Exchange in 
his time, made the most serious er- 
ror of the last few years. Over- 
whelmed by business, and while 
stocks were soaring wildly, he re- 
ceived an order to buy 20,000 shares 
of a high-priced issue. Instead, he 
sold it, and the firm was obliged not 
only to cover the 20,000 shares it 
found itself short but to buy imme- 
diately an additional 20,000 for its 
bankinz customer. The error was 
reported at the time to have cost the 
firm upward of $200,000.

Hartford Is Told.

HARTFORD, Conn., Oct. 7.—Or- 
ganization of credit information bu- 
|reaus if Hartford and other New 


England cities for tne purpose of 
, eliminating credit losses in the build- 
ing industry is rapidly nearing com- 
| pletion, it was announced at the As- 
sociated General Contractors’ con- 
vention, which opened its session to- 
day at the Bond Hotel. . 

In view of the unprecedented high 
number of realty foreclosures in this 
and other New England cities in -the 
past year, particular attention was 
paid to the report of Leonard C. 
Wason, president of the New Eng- 
land branch of the Associated Gen- 
eral Contractors, who said the suc- 
cess of the bureau started in Bos- 
ton last May was proved by the 50 
ai cent decrease in loss in that 
city. 

In a three-year period $19,000,000 
had been lost to 2,300 contractors. 
according to data compiled by the 
Boston bureau in cooperation with 
New England Builders’ 
sociation and the Boston Builders’ 
Congress 

About fifty members of the con- 
tractors’ association were present at 
the sessions today, over which T. T. 
Flagler of Atlanta, Ga., president, 
presided. 

An outline of progress was con- 
tained in the report of D. A. Garber 
of Washington,.D. C., general man- 
ager. 

To provide a means of correcting 
surety bond ~-swriting _ practices, 
whereby irresponsible contractors ob- 
tain bonds. by unfair means, there

150-STORY BUILDING | 
FACES 8-YEAR DELAY 


Hage Downtown Project Cannot 
Be Undertaken Until Leases Ex-. 
pire, C.F. Noyes Explains. 


Charles F. Noyes, head of the 
realty firm bearing his name, said

Noyes, explained, the bed of Thomas 
Street, which bisects the two blocks, 
this street having never been ceded 
to the city. 

‘‘We are simply acting as agents 
and managers for the Schulte inter- 
ests,’’ said Mr. Noyes. ‘‘I want it 
clearly understood that if anything 
is done toward erecting a 150-story 
structure on the property, it will not 
be attempted for eight years as there 
are unexpired leases on the property 
for that term and we are now mak- 
ing additional leases for eight years.

Robot, ‘Great Brass Brains,’

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—‘‘Grea 
Brass Brains,”’ the robot which 
does the work of seventy-five ex- 
pert mathematicians in calculat- 
ing two years in advance the 
normal rise and fall of the tides 
all over the world, has completed 
twenty years of service at the 
coast and geodetic survey. 
Calculations made by the robot 
show directly the predicted time 
to the minute and the height to 
the nearest tenth of a foot of 
‘every high and low water in the 
year at most of the principal sea- 
ports of the world, and give in- 
directly, by means of an auxiliary 
table, the same information for 
more than 3,000 intermediate ports 
or stations.

Man Who Fired on Cramer Without 
Warning Was Wounded and Wrist 
of Prisoner Is Bandaged. 





Frank Aldino, 33 years old, of 
Brooklyn, a tilesetter, was arrested 
last night in a Newark restaurant 
as the man who shot and killed State 
Game-Warden William T. Cramer 
in a patch of woods at Jamaica, 
Queens, on Sept. 29. 

According to the police, Aldino ad- 
mitted having been in the woods and' 
having fought with Joseph S. Allen, 
another warden, who was beaten and 
bitten'in the face by a hunter at the 
time of Cramer’s death, but denied 
knowledge of the shooting of Cramer. 

This admission, according to the 
authorities, was made to Acting Cap- 
tain Herbert Green, in charge of de- 
tectives in Queens, and Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney F. E. Sullivan, who 
went to Néwark and interrogated the 
prisoner after word of his arrest 
r 


this morning to see whether Aldino 
is the man who, according to his 
first report’ of the crime, discharged 
a shotgun point blank into the face 
and breast of Cramer, then leaped 
upon Allen and beat him into insensi- 
bility. If this identification is made, 
Aldino will be arraigned at once in 
the magistrate’s court in Newark 
and then proceedings for his extradi- 
tion to New York + will be begun.
